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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response of 7/12/07 has been considered with the following results. 
The amended title is acceptable and has been entered. Applicants' cooperation is greatly 
appreciated. 

The objection(s) to the drawings are no longer maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 1 5,16,2,4-8,1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 

with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in 

the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 

inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicants' have amended claim 15 to include: 

u ... . only the first optical film intersects the first optical axis, only the second optical film intersects the 
third optical axis, and both the first optical film and the second optical film intersect the second optical 

axis, ..." 

However, the examiner cannot readily ascertain/map these new limitations with the remainder of 
the specification as. originally filed. Nor can the examiner ascertain which figure depicts such new 
limitations. 

Due to the above, NO ART REJECTION is being presented at the present time juncture. 

Nevertheless, as noted in the previous OA, the base references to Ju, Sugiura or Chung all 
depict optical films on their prism faces. Predicated upon applicants' response to the above rejection - 
i.e., appropriate indication as to where/how the above newly introduced limiting limitations are in the 
specification, further response may be necessary.
